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Lpweniaicine George Griffenhagen takes time out from his more 

than busy life as curator of the Division of Medical Sciences at 
the Smithsonian Institution to do a story for Spinning Wheel on 
some phase of his pharmaceutical research, readers may be sure 
that something “new and different” will be uncovered. His approach 
to spoon collecting in The Medical Lore of the Spoon, page 18, sug- 
gests an area which is often overlooked, and supplies fascinating 
background to a phase of pharmaceutical collecting as well. His 
more technical discussion of the teaspoon as a measure of medicine 
appeared in the April 1959 issue of the Journal of the American 
Pharmaceutical Association, Practical Pharmacy Edition. For spoon 
collectors interested in the wider field, he has compiled a selected 
bibliography on the history of the spoon, which is available to 
those who request it from this column. Mr. Griffenhagen is, by the 
way, always interested in hearing of any unusual “medicine spoons”.

twenty-four hours; then clean it off and wash with soap and water, 
and it will appear as new. You can polish it if you wish with fine 
putty powder and olive oil, but if the marble is very rough it must 
undergo the process as given in polishing marble.” Though the pro- 
cess for polishing marble is longer than space permits this

Concerning medals, Mrs. William A. 
Porter of Norfolk, Virginia, inquires 
about a lightweight, “silver” medal, 2” 
diameter, framed for hanging, showing 


Stonewall Jackson's profile on one side, 
with the inscription “Lieut-General T. J. 
Jackson, Stonewall. Born 1821, Died 1863” 
around the edge, at the base “Caque F”’. 
The obverse enumerates military actions 
in which Jackson participated, and is 
signed ““Massonnet, Editeur”. Betty 
Francefort, Carroll, Maine inquires about 
a medal, portraying an unidentified man, 
longish hair, side whiskers ; obverse, robed 
female figure, seated, facing a setting sun. 
Around the edge “XVII INT CONG MED 
LONG MCMXIII.” 


® George C. Miles of the American Nu- 
mismatic Society kindly supplies the 
answers. The medal of Stonewall Jack- 
son, 55 mm. in diameter, is of lead. The 
die-sinker was Armand August Caque, 
a French medallist, 1793-1881. It appears 
the medal was made to the order of 
descendants of Lafayette for the Stone- 
wall Jackson Brigade. Mrs. Francefort’s 
medal, dated 1913, is by Cecil Brown; 
the obverse bears a portrait of Dr. 
Joseph Lister. A description of this 


medal is given in Storer’s Medicina in 
Nummis, No, 2220.

To Ardath Allen, Grand Rapids, Mich- 
igan, who inquired about an adjustable 
wood frame chair, pictured August °59: 
Jessie Moore Thompson, Cloquet. Minn. 
writes: I have a chair like the one pic- 
tured, which I bought from the estate of 
90-year old blind Grandpap Shaub in Pine 
River, Minn. On the iron pieces that make 
the chair glide (it’s a glider, not a rocker) 
there is printed, on all four gliders, “Pat- 
ented May 23rd, 1878.” Geraldine Henry, 
London, Ohio, also reports owning two 
similar chairs, but with casters in front. 
She also calls them gliders, and says they 
are most comfortable to sit in to read, as 
they “lock” when tilted all the way back. 
Under the one exactly like the picture, she 
found the maker’s name “Wisconsin Chair 
Co., Port Washington, Wis.” Inquiry by 
letter to the company was returned marked 
“no longer in operation’. Mr, and Mrs. 
Otis Hallenbeck, Topeka, Kansas, report 
their chair carries the same maker's label 
and address, with the notation “If the 
chair squeaks, it should be lubricated with 
tallow.” 


James Riley, Norwich, Conn., asks for 
help in identifying two monkey candle- 
stick figures. They are about 6% inches 
tall, probably of bronze, marked “c’’ over 
“M”. Figures balance on tails. Features 
are fine, engraving detailed ; the suits are 
not identical.

Curator Or Crarts SHops: Dr. John 
S. Still, on the staff of the Ohio Historical 
Society for the last nine years, has recently 
been appointed as curator of craft shops 
and assistant to the chief curator at the 
Henry Ford Museum and Greenfield 
Village at Dearborn, Mich. In his new 
position, he will devote research to both 
the Museum’s extensive collections and 
the 100 historic buildings in Greenfield 
Village. At least 50 different American 
crafts are represented in Museum and 
Village, with 10 of these now active and 
plans for others under study. 


New ENcianp Gataxy: The first copy 
of a new periodical, a digest-size quar- 
terly, “The New England Galaxy” has 
just made its appearance. It is primarily 
designed for the Friends of Old Stur- 
bridge Village, a growing group of mem- 
bers of the regional outdoor museum 
which brings to life the way people lived, 
worked, and traded in New England in 
the early 1800s. In this first issue, there 
are photographs by Samuel Chamberlain, 
poetry by Elizabeth Coatsworth, and an 
informatively illustrated story by Eric 
Sloane, Covered Bridge Americana. The 
Galaxy’s editor is Dr. Catherine Fennelly, 
Village Research Director, Old Stur- 
bridge, Mass. 


Questers Evectep: Newly elected offi- 
cers were introduced at the Questers 8th 
Annual luncheon and council meeting in 
Philadelphia, which was attended by more 
than four hundred members and guests, 
with 45 of their 104 chapters repre- 
sented. Mrs. William L. Ralston is na- 
tional president; Mrs. Theodore N. 
Nickles, Ist vice pres., Mrs. Edward Re- 
ber, 2nd vice pres., Mrs. Gorgas Bechtel, 
recording secretary, and Mrs. Charles P. 
Elterich, treasurer. Mrs. Terrel V. Kish- 
baugh, Hatboro, Penna. is the national 
publicity chairman and editor of “The 
Questers”. 





AN Earty Birp: From Mrs. Elsa Spear 
Byron, Sheridan, Wyoming, comes this 
photograph of an unusual blue spatter- 
ware pitcher, with a dark red parrot 
design on each side. Her grandfather, the 
Rev. G. W. Benton, discovered it in an 
unmarked Indian grave in 1873 when he 


was digging a dug-out barn in a Kansas 
hillside near the Republican River. There 
were strings of wampum, and vermillion 
paint, too, and inside the pitcher a spoon, 
badly encrusted. When Mrs. Byron 
cleaned it as best she could, she found 
an eagle, or some other bird, on the back 
of the bowl. Spoon and pitcher, it is sur- 
mised, were taken from some unfortunate 
wagon train years before by Indians, who 
had treasured their prizes. A drawing of 
the pitcher is shown in Serry Wood’s 
newly published English Staffordshire. 
Tentatively daied by the wide thick base, 
vertical panelings, lip and handle as of 
the 1845 period, it has also been ascribed 
by other authorities as of an even earlier 
date. It is 6” high. 


Too Late: Sometimes most interesting 
pictures and information about unusual 
shows or special events are received too 
late to be presented to our readers be- 
fore the event. Such was the case of the 
Germantown, Penna. Show to be held 
Sept. 22-24 in the extremely historical 
Johnson House, and the Fall Festival at 
Brownville, Nebraska on Oct. 25 where 
each Tour Day marks new progress in 
restoration. Publicity material is always 
welcome, but to be considered for in- 
clusion, it should be received at least 
three months in advance of the date of 
the event. 


Rounp We Go: Never look askance at 
modern architecture as a setting for an- 
tiques—one of the prettiest of antiques 
shows was staged this spring in Enid, 
Oklahoma—the Fannings of Tulsa man- 
aged it--in the new V.F.W. Hall. The 
building is round, almost tentlike, with 
encircling windows set high. Interior 
walls, carpeted window-high in soft green 
provided a dramatic background for 
antiques. In addition to booths around 
the outside wall, twenty more fanned out 
from the center like a giant sunburst. 
Special applause came from the managers 
of the buliding, who saw their contem- 
porary hall for the first time in antique 
mood and were delighted. 


Ricu Sources: If you're looking for 
ideas in decoration, don’t neglect the 
many historic “lived-in” houses, where 
several generations have maintained fur- 
nishings without change. Your own his- 
torical society can tell you significant 
places in your locality, or the National 
Trust for Historic Preservation, 2000 K 
St., N.W., Washington, D. C. will advise. 
Examples? The Decatur House in 
Washington, D. C., 748 Jackson Place, 
shows rugless parquet floors and Belter 
furniture in its upper drawing room, 
downstairs reception rooms aglow with 
bold yellow-orange walls surprisingly 
effective for family portraits. See Casa 
Amesti, Monterey, California, for original 
color harmonies, Italian and French 18th 
century furniture. The Shadows at New 
Iberia, Louisiana, Sagamore Hill, Theo- 
dore Roosevelt’s home at Oyster Bay; 
Dey Mansion in Preakness, New Jersey, 
less than 40 miles from New York—all 
have something special in ideas for live- 
ability and color to convey, and there are 
many, many other historic houses just as 
inspiring.

Karly Tin Cans 


by MARCIA RAY 


HE fertile flats of South Jersey 

have long supplied the markets of 
Philadelphia and New York with the 
choicest of tomatoes, asparagus, and 
other fancy garden truck, in season 
and out. In such towns adjacent to 
the Delaware Bay as_ Bridgeton, 
Salem, and Greenwich, where truck 
farming has, since Revolutionary 
days, been on a big scale, commercial 
canning developed early. 


Today the canning industry in the 
locality is largely in the hands of such 
national concerns as Hunt’s, Del Vale, 
Heinz, and Ritter. But from 1847, 
when Harrison Woodhull Crosby of 
Jamesburg, New Jersey, first success- 
fully processed tomatoes in tin cans, 
to the turn of the century, small can- 
ning factories were the rule. Often 
individually owned, or family affairs, 
these canneries not only processed 
the vegetables—some of which were 
grown on their own acres—and mar- 
keted the finished product, but made 
up their own tin cans as well. 

This home production of tin cans 
made fine off-season work for cannery 
employees, and even small operations 
might turn out as many as half a 
million or more cans during the slack 
season in preparation for the next 
season’s crop. 

Cans have been in commercial use 
in America since 1819, when Ezra 
Daggett and his son-in-law, Thomas 
Kensett, are known to have made and 
used them in New York City to pack 
salmon, lobsters, and oysters. (Peter 
Durand had taken out the first patent 
on a container made of tin plate in 


Seam solderer, invented by Oberlin Smith 
in 1885, covered by Patent 314,468. 
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England, in 1810.) First known as 
canisters, they soon became “cans”; 
in England they are “tins”. 

Early cans were crude handmade 
affairs. The expert tinker, working 
only with shears and soldering iron, 
could turn out about 60 a day. The 
body of the can was measured and 
marked off on tin plate, then cut by 
hand; the edges were butted together 
and sealed with a heavy ridge of 
solder about % inch thick to make a 
“plumb joint’. The ends of the can 
were marked off with a compass, cut 
with circular shears, and soldered to 
the bodies, also with plumb joints. 

Later the tinker raised his output 
to 100 a day by cutting the ends 
larger and turning them up over the 
bodies with a mallet and an iron 
“heading stake”, which facilitated 
soldering and made a better seal. 

In 1823, Pierre Antoine Angilbert, a 
Frenchman, came up with an im- 
provement whereby the disc tops were 
punctured. When the cap was sol- 
dered on, and the filled can given a 
preliminary heating to expel the air, 
this vent hole was closed with a top 
of solder. 

By 1847, a foot-operated press was 
invented, possibly by Allen Taylor, to 
cut the bottoms and tops. Four can 
bodies could be cut from one 14 by 
20 inch sheet of tin. Each body was 
then run through a roller, placed on a 
block and soldered. The ends were 
set in and dipped in solder, and the 
vent hole closed in the last step. By 
then rosin was used as the flux in the 
solder, replacing the earlier and un- 
satisfactory acids. 

William Reeves, an expert can 
maker, who gained his early exper- 
ience in the Watson Brothers’ cannery 
at Greenwich, New Jersey, could turn 
out by this process some 10,000 cans 
a week—-1800 cans a day, and 1,000 on 
half-day Saturdays. 

Can-making machinery began to 
develop rapidly from 1875. Many of 
the presses and soldering machines 
used in home tin can manufacture 
were made by the Ferracute Machine 
Company of Bridgeton, a company 
still in operation making power 
presses, press brakes, and special 
machines, The story is told that when 
a local canner brought a machine for 
repair to Mr. Oberlin Smith, founder 
of the Ferracute Company, Mr. Smith 
said, “Repair it! I can build a better 
one.” In any event, Oberlin Smith did, 
in 1885, take out two patents for can 
soldering machines, and in 1886, a 
patent on a press for cutting and 
drawing sheet metal—-the machine on 
which the can tops and bottoms were

stamped. While Ferracute machines 
were especially popular in their own 
locality, they were used in equal 
quantity in other canning sections of 
the country. 

By 1900 the “Sanitary” can ap- 
peared—a double seamed can with the 
whole open top sealed by “a coating 
of rubber in solution”. This put an 
end to the homemade solder-seamed 
cans. 

In 1904, the newly established Sani- 
tary Can Company put up a large 
manufacturing building in Fairport, 
New York, and two years later, a 
second plant in Bridgeton, New Jer- 
sey. This company was purchased by 
the American Can Company in 1908, 
which kept the Bridgeton factory in 
operation until 1931 when the equip- 
ment became outmoded. The building 
is now used as a storage warehouse 
for cans to supply New Jersey can- 
neries. 

Collectors of Americana have al- 
ready begun to gather up examples 
of commercial preserve jars in glass, 
pottery, and tin when they can be 
found, to illustrate the steps in pro- 
gress of one of today’s gigantic in- 
dustries. While the “home made” can 
with its thick tin and heavy solder 
may be completely of the past—ex- 
amples are extremely hard to come 
by—the machines that helped make 
them are still of an age that not all 
have been discarded. These machines 
themselves are among cannery items 
which should be sought out now, and 
preserved while still available, by 
collectors of industrial Americana, by 
museums, and local historical societies 
in canning centers. 

While this story has dealt with the 
early canning industry in New Jersey, 
similar developments and advance- 
ments were made in all canning 
centers throughout the country, pre- 
senting a wide field for search 
for these outmoded machines, 
and for the elusive early tin can.

Bitters In Bottles

N the era of the facile street corner 

“pitchman”, over 110,000 different 
tonic bitters were made and dispensed 
in America. The medicine show, run 
by itinerant hucksters with fancy 
wagons, gave the bottled bitters, 
usually a murky substance concealed 
by dark amber glass, its first sales 
impetus. The pitchman captured the 
city buyers, and the old time drug- 
stores carried a flood trade from 
thereon in. 

It was an Age of Hypocrisy. Most 
of the buyers asked, with straight 
faces, for these elixers, blood stream 
purifiers, liver stimulators, and diges- 
tive dunkers, knowing full well they 
were well fortified with alcohol— 
and some with opium! Many a pro- 
fessed teetotaleer turned up with 
D.T.’s—and a cellar full of empty 
bitters bottles. 

Before these tonics were lawed out

by stricter drug and food supervision, 
they were subject to fantastic mer- 
chandising schemes. “When Hoboes 
Get Sick” was the actual name of a 
tonic manufactured in New Orleans, 
which enjoyed a wide buying response. 
The bottles serving as containers took 
on fancy appeals, and today collectors 
vie for the remaining empties which 
are turned up in old drugstores, 
attics, auctions, and antiques shops. 

An ear of corn, partly husked, in 
dark amber, was the chosen statue-in- 
glass for the National Bitters. A few © 
were cast in other tones, such as light 
golden amber, or with a greenish cast. 

A good bust of George Washington 
was chosen by the famous Centennial 
Bitters, and can now be seen again, 
reproduced, in liquor stores, dis- 
pensing wine. Log cabins, elephants, 
tree trunks, pineapples, and other 
ingenious designs were worked into 
shapes for bitter tonic distributors. 

“A. H. Bull’s Extract of Sarsapa- 
rilla” was put out in a rectangular 
bottle with bevelled corners. a long 
straight neck and a double collared 
mouth. The names were as tricky as 
the bottles. Swaim’s Panacea, Dr. 
Warren’s Tonic Cordial, Scovill’s 
Blood and Liver Syrup, Dr. Linden- 
feld’s Vegetable Worm Tonic, Crook’s 
Tar Wine, Warner’s Nervine, Niagara 
Star Bitters, Osgood’s Cholague— 
thousands and thousands! 

Berkshire Bitters came in a pig- 
shaped bottle; Napoleon Cocktail Bit- 
ters were uncorked from a drum- 
shaped bottle; Seaworth’s Bitters 
were put up in a lighthouse bottle; 
Angostura Bark Bitters, in a globe. 

A tale to interest bitters collectors 
had wide credence. The makers of 
Brown’s Iron Bitters, it goes, decided 
to invade the South Seas, and one Jeff 
Gordon, with a cargo of ‘Brown’s Iron 
Bitters was put ashore on the far- 
flung island of Perpetual Bloom. The 
ruling queen, provocatively named 
Dallalingo, was beauteous but ailing. 
One draught of Jeff Gordon’s all- 
purpose remedy, and she became a 
new woman, married Jeff, and made 
him King of the Islands. 
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Even Alaska was drawn into a 
bitters controversy—a tempest in a 
bottle. The imaginative Eastern 
generators of these elixers for liver 
complaint invaded what is now our 
forty-ninth state. This, said authori- 
ties, was a violation of the liquor laws 
applicable to the northwestern tip of 
America. But titular Washington 
heads had already decreed that bit- 
ters were not liquor, but tonic medi- 
cine. Bitters, it is recorded, were not 
withdrawn, and the sourdoughs of 
Alaska proved prosperous customers. 

Though not all bitters came in 
figure-shaped bottles. few were in 
plain containers. Most bitter tonic 
bottles were unique, with roped cor- 
ners, bevelled sides, odd titles, and 
embossed designs. More than 600 
brands were produced. Some occa- 
sionally come on the market still filled 
with the tonic and bearing tax stamps. 
A lively trading market has developed 
among collectors attracted to bitters 
containers. A reasonably good supply, 
within a modest range of prices, 
is still available through 
dealers.

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George Griffenhagen, Curator of the 
Smithsonian Institution’s Division of 
Medical Sciences, ponders the 300- 
year old question, still unresolved, 
“How much is a teaspoonful?” as he 
inspects some unusua! spoons in the 
Smithsonian collection. Though some 
medical dictionaries say a teaspoon 
should hold 4 cubic centimeters, the 
household teaspoon is usually larger. 
The National Bureau of Standards 
rates the teaspoon’s volume at 4.93 
centimeters; the United States Phar- 
macopoeia leans toward 5 centime- 
ters as closer to the household tea- 
spoon.

HE spoon has been used for 

measuring and administering 
medicine since ancient Greco-Roman 
times. While ancient Egyptian spoons 
are known, there appears to have been 
tittle uniformity in their style, shape, 
or size, and there is no indication in 
the medical papyri that these spoons 
were employed for measuring medi- 
cine. 

On the other hand, ancient Greek 
and Roman spoons made of bronze 
and silver began to assume a certain 
uniformity, and recommendations that 
medicine be taken in spoonful doses 
were made by many Roman authors. 
For example, Pliny the Elder re- 
corded in his famous Natural History 
(1st century A.D.) that plantain was 
to be given “to the quantitie of two 
spoonfuls, and of poppie one spoonfull 
in four cyaths of wine”. The Greek 
word for spoon was kochliarion, while 
the Latin was cochlear, each having 
been derived from the name of the 
shell-fish cochlea. 

It is well known that the spoon 
originated from the primitive use of 
shells, but it is not generally known 
that both the shell and the spoon 
were used as standard measures by 
the Greeks and Romans. The spoonful 
of the Romans was equal to 1/24th of

a cyathus, a small ladle used for 
transferring wine from the mixing 
bowl to the drinking cup (about 1% 
fluid ounces). The Greek spoonful, 
however, was larger, ten equalling a 
cyathus; this makes the Greek coch- 
liarion equal to a little more than one 
fluid dram or nearly the same capa- 
city of the modern teaspoon. 

The English word spoon originated 
from the Anglo-Saxon spon, meaning 
chip or splinter of wood, suggesting 
that the earliest spoons in northern 
Europe originated from the use of 
pieces of wood rather than shells. 
However, the word cochlear was often 
used in its original Latin form in 
medieval English documents and the 
Scots referred to spoons for many 
centuries as cockle-shells. 

During the Middle Ages there are 
many references to the use of spoons 
as measures. Murray’s New English 
Dictionary on Historical Principles

records that in 1290 there appears the 
inscription “he hadde nought a spoon- 
ful ale’, and in 1425 was given the 
direction “‘putte herin a spoonful of 
comon salt.” In 1527 a German sur- 
geon recommended a certain medici- 
nal water to be “dronke foure spoons 
full at night,” and during the- 17th 
century the leading English medical 
writers recorded that many medicines 
were measured by the spoonful. 

It was the Pharmacopoeia Londinen- 
sis, the official drug recipe book of 
the London Royal College of Phy- 
sicians in the 17th century, which first 
defined the bowl capacity of the spoon 
as a medicinal measure. According to 
the College, the spoon or cochlearum 
“in Syrups holds half an ounce, in dis- 
tilled Waters three drachms” (%th 
of a fluid ounce.) 

Figure 1 shows the typical mid-17th 
century ‘“Slipped-in-the-Stalks” pew- 
ter spoon and an early 17th century

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latten spoon with an Apostle knop, 
both of which held a half ounce of 
medicine. Apostle spoons were espe- 
cially prized, often presented at 
christenings, and handed down from 
generation to generation; it has been 
said that Apostle spoons, because of 
their sacred character, have been 
often expressly employed for the ad- 
ministration of medicine. However, it 
should be emphasized that all types 
of spoons have been in use as medi- 
cine measures for so long, and have 
become so firmly established in popu- 
lar practice, that most kinds of spoons 
have been individually set aside in 
various households to be used exclu- 
sively as a medicine spoon, developing 
with them certain sacred associations 
and reminiscences. 


The spoon is one of the first things 
wanted when we come into the world, 
and one of the last we part with be- 
fore we go out .... It administers 
comfort to ladies when they ‘lay in’, 
and without it no baby takes pap, 
nor boys and girls porridge or soup; 
the man acquires strength by its aid, 
and it assists in prolonging the years 
of the old and infirm. In the hands 
of physicians, it drives sickness away.

If the use of the spoon as a measure 
for medicines was not thoroughly 
established by the middle of the 17th 
century, it certainly soon became the 
accepted procedure with the introduc- 
tion and almost immediate acceptance 
of the popular patent medicines. While 
physicians could offer substitutes for 
measuring dosages (such as pills, or 
weighing the ingredients for each 


dose), the 18th century promoters of 
the liquid prepackaged patent medi- 
cines could only suggest that they be 
measured either by the drop or by 
the spoonful. In the early 18th cen- 
tury, for example, the Queen’s Hun-

garies Water was promoted: ‘Those 
that are strong may take a whole 
spoonful at a time; children and weak 
people may take a quarter of a spoon- 
ful.” Bateman’s Pectoral Drops was 
recommended in doses of “ten drops 
to a child of a year old, and large 
spoonful for a grown person.” 


The designation “large spoonful” 
by the Bateman promoters may be 
the earliest reference to the problem 
which was developing in the 18th 
century insofar as the use of the spoon 
as a measure is concerned. With the 
introduction of tea as a beverage, the 
“tea-spoon” was in use as early as 
1686. By the middle of the 18th cen- 
tury, the teaspoon was a common 
household implement, and the larger 
“spoon” was renamed the “Table 
Spoon”. The silver tablespoon in 
Figure 1 dated 1799 has practically 
the identical capacity as the 17th cen- 
tury spoons adjacent to it. 


Many of the patent medicine broad- 
sides ignored the transition by con- 
tinuing to recommend only “spoonful” 
doses, while as late as 1760 the Lon- 
don Dispensatory continued to define 
a spoon as equalling one-half ounce. 
The earliest patent medicine broad- 
side found to specify the type of spoon 
was a Dalby’s Carminative advertise- 
ment, circa 1785. The broadside 
recommended “to a child from one to 
Two years old, give a large Tea- 
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1900.

spoonful; To a child of seven Years 
old, two Tea-spoonfuls or more.” 

The Edinburgh College of Phy- 
sicians in 1783 rejected listing any 
measures because “of the many errors 
from their promiscuous use,” but the 
London College sanctioned their use 
realizing that they “will probably 
always be retained.” The New Amer- 
ican Dispensatory of 1813 set the 
teaspoon measure at “about one 
drachm” (one-eighth ounce) and the 
tablespoon measure at half an ounce, 
but other early 19th century Amer- 
ican medical publications protested 
that the capacity of the teaspoon “‘is 
rated too low.” The American Uni- 
versal Formulary of 1850 claimed that 
these equivalents “apply very well to 
the teaspoon formerly used but not 
to the much larger kind now in gen- 
eral use.” Figure 2 shows how the 
teaspoon increased in bowl size from 
1730 to 1830. 


Along with the evolution of the 
bowl-size problem, there was evolving 
a special group of medicine spoons 
designed expressly for facilitating 
administration of medicines. The ela- 
borate 18th-century German medicine 
spoon (Figure 3) was provided with a 
support on back of the handle so that 
the bowl could be kept level while the 
medication was being poured into it. 
G. W. Carpenter of Philadelphia listed

Turkey Work 


by AMELIA MacSWIGGAN RAWDING 


UCH can be learned of Colonial 

ways and days from the meticu- 
lously detailed household inventories 
kept by early comers to this country. 
Cooking utensils, furniture, clothing, 
linens, table appointments were in- 
cluded along with tools and kindred 
objects. Many of the items are fa- 
miliar today. Others, particularly in 
the range of textiles and embroideries 
have passed into disuse, and their 
very names are alien to present-day 
vocabularies. 

Such an almost forgotten term is 
“Turkey Work”, yet from 16th cen- 
tury England to the 1850s in America 
it appeared in countless inventories, 
describing rugs, wall hangings, covers 
for chairs and sofas, and throws for 
tables and chests. 

This work, which falls into the cate- 
gory of embroidery, was made in imi- 
tation of the costly Oriental carpets 
woven with a knotted pile in such 
countries as Persia and Turkey— 
hence, no doubt, its name. Copying 
the techniques of Oriental rug makers, 
early English and Continental needle- 
women tied, rather than wove, their 
Turkey Work patterns, drawing the 
wool through a foundation cloth of 
heavy mesh, and using the “ghiordes” 
knot when rugs with heavy pile were 
desired, or the “sehna” knot for 
lighter weight pieces. 


Early patterns were somewhat uni- 
form, but as workers learned to 
sketch their own designs, patterns 
showed more individuality and were 
seldom alike. Oriental motifs, with 
full black outline, were most usually 
adapted. Chairs covered with Turkey 
Work were frequently embellished 
with fancy gimps, fringes, and tassels. 

Before imports of wool were avail- 
able from Germany, Americans used 
mainly English lamb’s wool. worsteds, 
and crewels from England for their 
embroideries. The name “worsted” 
derives from the town of that name 
in Norfolk, England, where the manu- 
facture of woolen yarn and thread 
was introduced during the reign of 
Edward III in the 14th century. The 
terms “Worsted Work” and “Turkey 
Work”, particularly in rural areas, 
were often used interchangeably. In 
city newspapers, expert workers ad- 
vertised to teach the art, and furnish 
materials “at nominal sums”. 

A “Turkie rugg” was fashioned by 
Mollie Stark of Vermont, the wife of 
General John Stark of Revolutionary 
War fame, for their daughter Polly 
on her marriage in the 1770s. The 
foundation of this rug consisted of an 
old blanket, and the colored wool was 
pulled through the meshes by means 
of a simple hook. This rug may now 
be seen in the rooms of the Daughters

of the American Revolution in Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

The rich colors of Oriental carpets, 
made of vegetable extractions by se- 
cret formula, were attempted, too, in 
Turkey Work, with dyes concocted 
from the madder plant, from dried 
bodies of cochineals, from indigo, saf- 
fron, and sumac plants, gall nuts and 
onion skins, berries, and the barks of 
various trees. 

With the advent of the power-carpet 
loom, invented by Erastus Brigham 
in 1839, the popularity of Turkey 
Work and, indeed, the need for hand- 
made rugs yielded to manufactured 
carpet. Simpler hooked or braided 
rugs made from left-over woolens, 
soon became the only handmade floor 
coverings in the home. 

Turkey Work was attractive, dur- 
able, and highly regarded by early 
settlers who listed it proudly among 
their possessions. It is an art which 
might happily be revived as 
pleasant “home work” for to- @ 
day’s craftsmen.

ba Antiques Study Clubs 


A sharing of knowledge, and purposeful encouragement of civic interest 
in preservation of local history is the part elected by the .. . 


Madison County Antiques Ass’n. 
of Winterset, lowa 


HE bulging scrapbooks of the 

Madison County Antique Associa- 
tion in Winterset, Iowa, tell the story 
of a lively antiques study club that 
shares its enthusiasms with its com- 
munity. 

Founded in the spring of 1949 by 
Mrs. Harriet Rinehart, a long-time 
collector of antiques, now of Branson, 
Missouri, the association with forty- 
five charter members moved at once 
to combine its satisfactions in group 
study with a sort of civic educational 
service. They began with purchasing 
books of reference and subscriptions 
to antiques magazines for their local 
library, and furnishing speakers on 
antiques, with collections to show, for 
farm groups, church organizations, and 
others who expressed interest, They 
contributed to the County Historical 
Society for cabinets to house collec- 
tions in the Historical rooms in the 
County courthouse; set up store win- 
dows for merchants during “Antique 
Sales Days” and other special oc- 
casions. 

Moving on to historic projects, they 
interested themselves in the little 
country cemeteries in the county— 
some of them neglected for years— 
seeing that they were marked and 
taken care of. They compiled a com- 
plete history of such cemeteries. 

Next their attention turned to the 
covered bridges in the county—there 
are seven still standing. Working 
with County supervisors, they saw 
that bridges were marked, and re- 
paired, So closely did the club become 
associated in the public mind with 
the covered bridges that when one 
was damaged by a truck passing 
through, Mrs. Bernard Morrissey, 
then president of the association, was 
called out of bed one late night by 
an irate citizen “to do something 
about it.”

ers’ gowns.” Their regularly published 
Club Bulletin serves as a trading 
mart for those who want to buy or 
sell among themselves. 

Through all its community activity, 
the main purpose of the group—the 
study of antiques—is never neglected. 
The club historian keeps on file the 
study papers presented at each meet- 
ing, holding them available for ready 
reference, and the list of titles 
in her file grows yearly more 
impressive.

Cupping Set 


by KATHARINE HARTMAN AXLEY 


HEN I asked my eighty-nine 

year old_ physician-surgeon 
father, Irvin H. Hartman, what was 
in the little locked mahogany chest I 
had found in his Reading, Pennsyl- 
vania, attic, he couldn’t remember. 
“Probably some obsolete instrument 
willed me by an older colleague when 
I was a struggling young horse-and- 
buggy doctor,” he said. ‘““Not worth 
hunting a key to open it.” 

But I was curious, and I took the 
locked case back to my Wisconsin 
home where a suitable key was even- 
tually found. It was my Wisconsin 
father-in-law, Frederick W. Axley of 
Seymour, also eighty-nine, who re- 
cognized the contents as a “cupping 
set”. He had seen a similar set used, 
some eighty years ago in Wisconsin’s 
pioneer days, by his barber uncle, 
who had practiced minor surgery. 

Bloodletting, or bleeding, by means 
of cupping was a treatment endorsed 
for all kinds of complaints in Medie- 
val days, and continued in use by 
surgeons, barber-surgeons, and den- 
tists, until late in the 19th century. 
It was accepted procedure in Wash- 
ington’s day, and in his final illness 
Washington himself was “bled heav- 
ily four times” to reduce fever. Medi- 
cal opinions have since been expressed 
that such bleeding no doubt so weak- 
ened his resistance that the “quinsy”’ 
became fatal. By the 1890s, most cup- 
ping sets had been banished to attics 
or junk heaps, and enlightened phy- 


sicians laughed at their predecessors’ 
confidence in them. 

The set we found is complete, and 
consists of five glass cups with 
rounded rims, ranging in size from 
one to three ounces, and a “scarifica- 
tor’. The case is divided into six 
velvet lined compartments to hold the 
various pieces. The scarificator is a 
metal gadget, consisting of an inch 
and a half cube of brass, from which 
two levers and a screw protrude. 
When the levers are properly manipu- 
lated, sixteen tiny knives flash out 
and back from fourteen slits in the 
bottom of the cube. 

To draw the blood from the in- 
flamed part, a number of small 
wounds were made with the scarifi- 
cator. The cup, from which the oxygen 
had been drawn by holding a lighted 
match or splinter inside it until the 
air was heated and the flame ex- 
tinguished itself, was quickly clamped 
over the wounds and held firmly. The 
cooling of the air in the glass formed 
a partial vacuum, and the blood was 
suctioned from the skin through the 
cuts into the inverted cup. 

Complete cupping sets are seldom 
found today. Ours, pictured here, will 
one day be incorporated in the com- 
bination doctor’s office-pharmacy, 
planned as part of the Victorian Vil- 
lage to be erected by the Wis- 
consin Historical Society at 
Nelson Dewey State Park near 
Cassville.

HOUGH the bright beauty of fine old glass paperweights 

enhances any setting—in even the darkest corner they 
seem to gather light and beckon attention—those who collect 
them, or own but one or two, are always alert for more 
effective means to emphasize their jewel-like qualities. 

For his choicest pieces, Paul Jokelson of Scarsdale, New 
York, president of the Paperweight Collectors’ Association, 
uses specially built “case frames’, 
flat surface, as table or desk. Hanging “‘case frames” to which 
he glues nice, but not valuable, weights make gorgeous wall 
pieces. But the novel lampshade Mrs. Jokelson devised from 
color transparencies to show off favorites from their col- 
lection is his special delight.

Medical Spoons 
[Continued from page 19} 


“medical spoons” in his 1834 drug 
catalog, but we have no description of 
them. The firm of George Maw of 
Aldersgate Street, London, introduced 
early in the 19th century a medicine 
spoon of a unique character, consisting 
of a covered bowl with a small open- 
ing at the tip-end and a hinged lid 
(Figure 4, center). The handle is 
hollow for the introduction of the 
medicament or for “blowing out the 
medicine.” These spoons were prob- 
ably very popular for the administra- 
tion of castor oil, so often given at 
that time. 

One of the earliest U. S. patents 
for a medicine spoon was granted Dr. 
I. C. Taylor, in 1852. His “medicine 
spoon”, as well as others patented 
through 1879, are shown in Figures 5 
and 6. The support under the spoon 
“to keep the bowl on a perfect level” 
was anticipated by the 18th century 
Germans, and the covered bowls and 
hinged lids were modifications of the 
early 19th century English medicine 
spoon by Maw. Only the dial on the 
handle of one patent model to indi- 
cate the time of the next dose appears 
to have been really original. 

In an attempt to correct the problem 
of variations in spoons as a measure, 
S. Maw, Son and Thompson (suc- 
cessors to Maw of London) introduced 
and registered on March 22, 1873 a 
porcelain graduated medicine spoon 
(Figure 6) which was inscribed with 
lines on the interior of the bowl to 
designate teaspoon, dessertspoon and 
tablespoon measures, In 1879 Hagerty 
Brothers of New York City offered 
for sale a similar graduated medicine 
spoon made of glass, and twenty 
years later Whitall, Tatum and Com- 
pany were promoting these glass 
graduated spoons with the name of 
the druggist “pressed in the glass as 
an advertisement.” 

These graduated medicine spoons 
completely failed to solve the problem 
of accuracy of measure. In fact, it 
was reported in 1902, after a careful 
study, that they were even less ac- 
curate than the household spoon it- 
self, and the variation of spoons at 
that time was bad enough. These 
graduated porcelain and glass medi- 
cine spoons have therefore become 
real collectors items despite their 
mass production during the late 19th 
century. 

The teaspoon and tablespoon slowly 
became more standardized in bowl 
capacity by the late 19th century, but 
with the discovery of more potent 
drugs, an even more careful measure- 
ment of dosage was required. With 
the invention of new dosage forms (as 
the pharmaceutical tablet and cap- 
sule), and with the adoption of more 
rigid laws to prevent the indiscrimin- 
ate sale of dangerous drugs, the 
problem became of somewhat less 
importance early in the 20th 
century. Nonetheless, the prob- 
lem is still of some concern.
